DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Oas et al. (US 
Patent 4,357,288) in view of Bidell et al. (WO 98/01481. Column and line citations are taken from US 
6,265,339). Oas et al. teaches a method of injection molding a polypropylene preform at a melt 
temperature of from 490 to 700 F, which is 254 to 370 C (column 4, lines 30-33 and column 5, lines 10- 
20), and stretch blow molding the preform at a temperature of between 295 and 325F, which is 146 to 162 
C. Oas et al. does not teach that the polypropylene is obtained by the claimed ingredients. Bidell et al. 
teaches a process of making a catalyst and preparing polymers with the catalyst, wherein the polymers are 
used for producing moldings (column 1, lines 11-12) and the process is that of the instant claims. The 
instant constituent A is taught by Bidell et al. as complex IIIc (column 4), constituent B is also taught 
(column 6, lines 44-51), and, regarding claim 6, Bidell et al. teaches the claimed complex (column 11, lines 
3-4) . It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to use 
the polypropylene taught by Bidell et al. to modify the method taught by Oas et al. in order to form the 
polypropylene with a catalyst of higher productivity (Bidell et al., column 1, lines 41-43)- 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
